These are necessities

of that. The streets of Sikeston are

Urbana, III., April 16.—An average 
of $169 each is all that 30 Cole Coun 
ty farmers, who last year eo-operated 
with their county farm advisor and 
the College of Agriculture, Univer­

farm account records, had left to pay 
them for their labor, risk and man­ 
agement after they had paid expens­ 
es and allowed 5 per cent interest on 
their average capital investment 
of 
$243 an acre in land, buildings, equip- 
, ment, livestock and feed, according 
to a summary of their records just 
made by the farm organization 
and i 
management department of the col-* 
lege. This $169 was their labor and i 
management wage. 
The Cole's County summary is the | 
first of 25 similar ones which will be 
prepared for different parts of

state. 
The most successful one-third 
of 
the farmers in the group of 39 had an

average labor and management wage 
of $1564, while the least successful 
one-third of the 30 farmers lacked an

In the Bed Sea he ov erhauled a fine 
Dutch ship armed with eo g uns, then 
by some strang e quirk of conscience 
decided that thereafter he would leav e 
the shipping of Christian nations alone 
and prey upon Moorish shipping only . 
HIr crew became ang ry at bis an­ 
nouncement to this effect, mutinied, 
and threw him Into Irons.

N MANY respects th e careers of Sir 
Henry Morgan, th e English bucca­ 
neer, and Oapt.

Fate saw to it th at I/OUonais sh ould 
be adequately punish ed for h is crimes, 
and h e died as h orrible a death as any 
of h is h apless victims. 
L'OUonais was transported in h is 
y outh from h is native land to th e 
West Indies as an indented laborer, 
and after serving h is time Joined th e 
buccaneers wh o were Just th en ris­ 
ing to power on th e Island of Hispa­ 
niola. He served for a time as a 
sailor and conducted h imself with 
such skill and courage th at th e French 
governor of Tortuga Island gave h im 
command of a sh ip and sent h im out 
on a privateering voy age against th e 
Spaniards. 
Th en h e stole a vessel 
and “went on account,” but still prey ­ 
ing upon th e Spanish settlements. 
His first great success was th e cap­ 
ture of th e town of Maracaibo in 
South America, wh i h h e h eld for four 
weeks wh ile h is wild followers pillaged 
and murdered. Th e spoil from th is 
town was th e vast sum of 260,000 
pieces of eigh t, besides great quanti­ 
ties of silks, Jewelry , and plate. To 
th e credit of th is pirate It must be said 
th at h e play ed square with h is men. 
Each man was given a Just sh are of 
th e loot, a sh are was allowed for th e 
next*of-kln of each man killed, and 
th ose of th e pirates wh o lost an ey e 
or a limb received ex tra rewards, 
L’OUonais was as daring as h e was 
cruel. 
At one time h is sh ip was 
wrecked, and alth ough most of th e 
pirates got to sh ore th ey were imme­ 
diately set upon by a party of Span­ 
iards, and all killed except th e leader 
wh o was badly wounded. 
He escaped 
by smearing blood and sand over h is 
face and h iding among h is dead com­ 
rades. Th en, disguised as a Spaniard, 
h e entered th e city of Campech e, and 
with sardonic Joy w atch ed th e celebra­ 
tion of th e citizens over h is death ! 
Anoth er sh ipwreck on th e coast of 
Honduras proved 
h is 
undoing. 
He 
was captured by th e Indians wh o, to 
th e words of Esquemellng, th e famous 
h istorian of th e buccaneers, “tore h im 
in pieces alive, th rowing h is body , 
limb by limb, Into th e fire and h is ash es 
Into th e air to th e Intent th at no trac« 
or memory migh t remain of such an 
Infamous h uman creature.”

Th e Pirate of th e Gulf 
A 
LTHOUGH he was a nativ e oi 
France, J ean Lafitte is reg arded 
as • strictly American pirate, and 
down along th e coast of th e Gulf of 
Mexico th ere Is some element of pride 
in th at claim. 
Iu th e state capttol at 
Baton Rouge, La., h angs a large oil 
painting of Andrew Jackson’s famous 
victory at New Orleans, and In th e 
■ th ickest of th e figh t, directing th e work 
of a battery , Is a gigantic figure wh ich 
Is pointed out to th e vlaltor with pride 
aa “Jean Lafitte, th e pirate.” 
His was a romantic career, and al­ 
th ough th ere are enough gaps in th e 
record to make h im someth ing of 
a 
man of my stery , sufficient is known 
about h im to make an interesting and 
picturesque figure In American h istory . 
Natives of Bordeaux, Jean Lafitte and 
h is broth er, Pierre, came to New Or­ 
leans early In th e Nineteenth century 
and followed th eir trade of black­ 
smith s. Gradually th ey drifted into 
th e smuggling trade wh ich was nfit 
th en looked upon as a very serious 
crime. Th is was followed by th e even 
more lucrative trade of slave running, 
after th e Importation of slaves Into 
th is country was forbidden In 18 08 . and 
Lafitte soon became th e h ead of a ver­ 
itable slave runner trust. 
He establish ed h eadquarters at a 
town named Baratarla on Grand Terre 
Island off th e coast of Louisiana, and 
from th is comes th e famous name of 
Baratarian pirates as applied to th ose 
wh o piled th eir trade In th e Gulf of 
Mexico. In 18 18 th e Baratarians, be­ 
cause th eir smuggling and oth er oper­ 
ations became so notorious, were pub­ 
licly proclaimed as pirates by th e gov­ 
ernor of Louisiana, wh o secured th e 
Indictment of Jean Lafitte and h is 
broth er. Th ey retained th e best law­ 
y ers In th e state and were acquitted. 
At about th is time Oarth a^rena (now 
a part of Oolombla) and oth er South 
American republics were at war with 
Spain and began commissioning pri­ 
vateers to prey upon Spanish com­ 
merce. Lafitte h ad an old grudge 
against th e Spaniards to satisfy , and 
h e gladly accepted such a commission. 
It was partly on account of h is deeds 
as a privateer th at h e fell into dis­ 
favor with th e governor of Louisiana, 
alth ough h e alway s declared th at h e 
never prey ed upon English , Freuch 
or American sh ipping, and h e proudly 
claimed th at h e was an American. He 
Justified h is righ t to call h imself th is 
by refusing to accept a commission 
front th e British at th e opening of th e 
War of 18 12 and offering h is services 
to General Jackson. Th ey were ac­ 
cepted and th e pirate leader served 
va!orotis ly at th e Buttle of New Or­ 
gans, 
as previously noted. Lafitte 
drops out of h istory after th e war until 
t8 2S. wh en a British warsh ip captured 
a pirate sh ip with a crew of 60 men. 
Among th ose wh o fell figh ting was th e 
famous pirate of th e gulf, Jean Lafitte.

“Piracy W ith out Tears” 
IN ALL h istory of piracy th ere is no 
more amazing figure th an th at of 
< uptain Misson, th e founder of “piracy 
with out tears.” 
Instead of a black 
Hag, h e sailed under a wh ite flag; he 
pillaged with an apology ; h e founded 
a piratical Utopia wh ich failed th rough 
no fault of h is and finally h e died aa 
h ad many an h onest sailonuan, lost at 
sea In a storm. 
Misson came of an ancient 
French 
family iu Provence and was well edu­ 
cated. 
Reading books of travel 
g av e 
h im a desire to see th e far corners 
of th e earth and during a visit 
in 
Rome h e made an acquaintance which 
ch anged h is wh ole career. 
Th is was 
Signor Caraccloli, a Dominican, 
who 
h ad given up th e priesth ood for 
a gos­ 
pel of ath eism and communism. 
Mis­ 
son became a convert to Caraccioll’s 
views and th ey became comrades on a 
French privateer. 
Wh en th e captain 
of th is vessel was killed In a battle 
with an English sh ip, th e Italian, who 
was someth ing of a soap box orator, 
stepived forward with an eloquent 
ad­ 
dress and a proposal th at Misson 
sh ould become captain. Misson replied 
with a speech th at was even more 
florid and under th is flood of oratory , 
th e volatile French sailors oroke forth 
into cries of “Vive le Capitaine Mla- 
son et son Lieutenant le Seavant Car- 
accloll!” and endorsed th e election. 
Th e first question th at th e new offi­ 
cer« were called upon to decide was a 
ch oice of th e flag under wh ich th ey 
were to sail. One sailor was so foolish 
as to propose th e dread emblem of 
piracy , th e black flag. 
Th is brough t 
forth anoth er flood of oratory from th e 
new lieutenant, filled with references 
to “Peoples’ Righ ts and Liberties,” th e 
“Yoke of Ty ranny " and “Oppression 
and Poverty ” Th eir lives, h e declared, 
unlike th e life of a pirate were to be 
brave and Just and Innocent and th eir 
cause of th e Liberty . He suggested a 
wh ite ensign with th e motto “For God 
and Liberty " on it. 
Again th e sailors were swept away 
by th e eloquence and with cries of 
“Liberty ! Liberty ! We are free men!” 
and a plentiful aupply of “vlves” 
for 
both men, th ey ratified th e decision. 
In fact speech making and “viveing” 
seem to hav e been the principal occu­ 
pation on this strang e pirate craft at 
first and they kept it up as they set 
out to spread their g ospel of sweetness 
and lig ht and ex tend their doctrine« 
of freedom to making free with other 
people's property .

Captain W orley ’s Sh ort Career 
TTHE career of Captain Worley as a 
x pirate was a sh ort but ex tremely 
busy one. 
Worley began h is life as a 
pirate In September, 
1718 , wh en h e 
assembled a company of eigh t des­ 
perate ch aracters in New York se­ 
cured a small open boat, provisioned 
with a keg of water, a tew biscuits, a 
dried tongue, six old muskets and a 
small amount of ammunition, and set 
out for Newcastle, Del. 
Th ere th ey seized a shallop, plun 
dered It and 
returned to their own 
small boat in wh ich they tailed back 
down th e river and took a sloop be 
longing to 
a mulatto named Block 
Robbln. 
Th en th ey abandoned th eir 
boat and sailed away in th is sloop, 
but a few day s later, hav ing captured 
anoth er sloop from Hull wh ich was 
a better boat th ey chang ed to th is one 
By th is time th e news of th eir ex 
ploita h ad spread all along th e coast 
and th e government was roused to 
actlou. 
H. M. S. Phoenix , a vessel 
of 20 guns, was sent In search of th e 
pirates but iu th e meantime Worley 
h ad sailed for th e Bahamas wh ere 
he captured 
anoth er 
sloop 
and a 
brig antine. By now the pirate leader 
h ad a crew of 25 men and a fast sh ip. 
Off th e Cai>e of Virginia th e pirate 
ligh ted two sloops wh ich h e believed 
were making for th e Janies river in 
an effort to escape 
from h im. 
In 
reality th ey were armed 
v essels wh ich 
h ad been sent out to laint h im down, 
but h e little suspected th at. He sailed 
h is sh ip In between th em to cut th em 
off and broke out h is black flag. 
Upon seeing tlds th e citizens of 
Jamestown th ough t th at a fleet of 
th ree pirate sh ips h ad come to loot 
th e town and th ey began h urried prep­ 
aration to defend it. 
Th en th ey were 
amazed to see th e tliree pirate sh ips 
begin figh ting among th emselves. For 
some time th e battle went on and 
Worley ’s freebooters g av e a good ac­ 
count of th emselves, 
ev en with th e 
great odds against th em. 
Th en th e 
figh ting became band to h and, and th e 
pirates, 
except 
th e 
captain 
and 
one oth er, were killed. Th e two were 
desperately wounded h ut th ey lived 
long enough to be placed on trial aud 
conv icted th e next day . 
Th en th ey 
were summarily h anged before death 
from th eir wounds could save th em 
from Just punish ment.

and possibly Instability , if far-distant 
stations are to be received.

The South West Branch of the Pa­ 
cific 
Railroad 
reached 
Springfield 
April 21, 
1870. 
The 
construction 
train pulled alongside the depot in the 
woods of North Springfield just be­ 
fore sunset on that day. 
Nearly all 
the population of Springfield and the 
vicinity was on hand to view the iron 
borse which had been fifteen years ir 
coming 204 miles. 
The road was designed to run from 
Pacific (then Franklin), a town thir­ 
ty-seven miles west of St. Louis on 
the Pacific Railroad, to the western 
1 boundary of the state south of 
the 
Osage River. 
Construction began June 
1, 1855, 
(though the project was financially at 
a standstill. 
The bonds 
guaranteed 
by the company had no 
sale. 
Sub­ 
scription to the 
capital 
stock was 
light. 
As for the land grant of 1,- 
040,000 acres, the sales never amount­ 
ed to enough to be erf real service. 
| 
State aid, or a loan of $1,000,000 in 
bonds to be sold by the company, was 
granted December 25, 1852. None of 
these bonds were issued, because 
a 
$500,000 subscription to the capital 
stock was first required. Loans total­ 
ing $4,500,000 were granted on easier 
terms. December 10, 1855 and March 
3, 1857. 
When the road reached Rolla, 
a 
distance of seventy-seven miles, 
on 
December 22, 1860, it was the most 
expensive railway in the state, having 
cost $4,895,611, or $63,580 per mile. 
Says one authority, “It seems 
evi­ 
dent that no small amount of 
this 
money was squandered”. 
The com­ 
pany defaulted on July 1 the follow­ 
ing year. 
Rolla was a child of the railroad. 
It 
might 
have 
been 
christened 
“Phelps Center”, “Hardscrabble”, or 
“Raleigh”. E. W. Bishop, from New 
England, had secured the location of 
the depot on his land: He could not 
quite stand that it be named for 
a 
North Carolina City. 
So they com­ 
prised on spelling it Rolla. 
Confederate raids did more 
dam­ 
age to the South West Branch than 
to any other railway. Con. Sempron- 
ius H. Boyd tried to get the Federal 
government to extend the road 
to 
Springfield as a war measure; 
but 
the cost defeated the project. 
After the war, public opinion 
de­ 
manded the completion of the 
rail­ 
road. 
The State decided to give up 
its lien on the road, thus taking on 
itself the whole bond debt, and 
en­ 
abling a new* 
management to raise 
money 
by 
mortgage. 
Accordingly, 
the State sold the road and lands to 
Gen .John C. Fremont on March 12, 
1866 for $1,300,000. 
Fremont extended the 
track 
to 
Arlington and consolidated the road 
with the Atlantic and Pacific Com­ 
pany which was chartered 
by Con­ 
gress to build a road from 
Spring­ 
field, Mo., to the Pacific Ocean. 
He 
sold out to parties 
who 
defaulted. 
The road reverted to the State. 
On March 17, 1868, the State 
re­ 
linquished the property in fee simple 
to the South Pacific Railroad 
Com­ 
pany, a union of former competitive 
bidders. 
It was required that $300,- 
000 of interest be paid and that the 
railroad be completed to the western 
boundary of the 
state 
in Newton 
county by June 10, 1872. 
The South 
West Branch reached the 
boundary 
about the first of April, 1871 and was 
the fourth railway built across 
the 
state. 
On October 5, 1869, the road was 
completed to Lebanon, which graci­ 
ously shifted from the original town 
to the depot, a familiar story in rail­ 
road history. 
The 
first 
passenger 
train ran on October 20, 1869. 
Springfield was not so complaisent 


about the location of the depot. The 
town was feeling good during 
the 
1866-70 boom, and rather thought the 
railroad should be glad to deflect a 
mile and a quarter for it. 
“Your charter compels you to build 
into Springfield”, said one prominent 
citizen. 
“You have 
to 
build 
into 
Springfield; and we do not have to 
pay you one cent for doing HP* 
At that, Andrew Pierce of Boston, 
railroad commissioner, leaped to his 
feet, and, smiting the table with his 
first, shouted: 
“All right, that set­ 
tles it I’ll very soon show you where 
I’ll put the depot!” 
In a way, this blow made Spring­ 
field. 
Enough zealous public 
spirit 
was roused to last the town for all 
time. 
For example—when the rail­ 
road endowed North Springfield with 
an elegant three-story frame hotel, a 
stock company in the old 
town re­ 
taliated with a fourstory brick hotle. 
Despite the depression 
following 
the railroad boom, this spirit in 1878 
built the “Jerk Water Route” to Ash 
Grove, which attracted the 
Kansas 
City, Fort Scott and Memphis 
road 
to Springfield. 
This spirit in 
1873 
I secured the machine shops off 
the 
South Pacific to North Springfield. 
The two towns united in 1887, hav­ 
ing demonstrated that neither could 
be “busted” by the other. 
The bone 
of contention, the depot, came back 
to the old town in 1901, on the con­ 
solidation of the Memphis line with 
the St. Louis and San Francisco, or 
Frisco, as the South Pacific had be­ 
come in 1876. 
Even in 1870, Springfield realized 
that a railroad benefits the country in 
general, regardless of the station site. 
When on May 3 the South Pacific was 
formally opened, the celebration took 
place in the old town. 
Speaking for the Southwest, John 
S. Phelps, afterward governor, said: 
“You can hardly 
appreciate 
the 
difficulties under which we have 
la­ 
bored without an easy and 
expedi­ 
tious communication with other por­ 
tions of the state. We were in an al­ 
most isolated condition; access to our 
county could only be obtained by days 
of tiresome and weary travel. 
The bright and happy future, the 
subject of our wishes for many long 
years, has just arrived upon us.. No 
longer will we be compelled to give 
one-half our surplus crops to trans­ 
port the other half to maket.. ”.

AMERICA ONE HUNDRED 
AND FIFTY YEARS AGO 


New York, April 
13, 
1776.—Gen. 
eGorge Washington, 
commander-in- 
chief of the army of the United Col­ 
onies, 
arrived 
in 
New York 
this 
morning, 
attended by Gen. Horatio 
Gates, several other officers and his 
military staff. 
He established 
his 
headquarters in a 
house 
in 
Pearl 
street. The general is in good health 
and spirits. 
He left Boston April 4 
and came through Providence, 
Nor­ 
wich and New London. At New Lon­ 
don he had a conference with Com­ 
modore Esek Hopkins, 
commander- 
in-chief of the navy of the 
United 
Colonies. 
The general finds 
many pressing 
problems awaiting his attention. His 
greatest concern since 
the 
British 
army evacuated Boston, March 
17, 
has been to complete the defenses of 
New York and Long Island. Just be­ 
fore leaving Boston he received 
or­ 
ders from the continental congress to 
detach for service in Canada four of 
the battalions which he had relied up­ 
on for his New York garrison. These 
troops will start northward as soon 
as supplies 
can be assembled and 
ships secured for their 
transporta­ 
tion up Hudson’s River to 
Albany, 
whence they will march overland. An­ 
other small body of troops will be as­ 
signed to duty 
under 
Commodore 
Hopkins as replacements for 
navy 
crews which have been depleted 
by 
sickness. 
Several cases of smallpox among 
the soldiers have caused great alarm. 
One of the general's first responsibil­ 
ities here will be to establish a small­ 
pox hospital foar all infected persons, 
under guard of men who have 
had 
the disorder. 
Fortunately the gener­ 
al himself is immune, having had it 
in the West Indies in his youth. 
All general orders which were 
is­ 
sued by Genera] Putnam before Gen­ 
eral Washington’s arrival will 
re­ 
main in force until 
countermanded. 
Measures for the suppression of the 
tories and for the stopping of 
all 
communication between 
shore and 
the British ships will be energetical­ 
ly enforced and the troops will be re­ 
quired to observe the strictest 
dis­ 
cipline here as they were in Boston 
after the evacuation. 
The following 
order will be posted tomorrow: 
The general flatters 
himself, 
that he shall hear no complaints 
from the citizens, of abuse, or ill 
treatment, in any respect what­ 
soever; but that every officer and 
soldier of every rank 
and 
de­ 
nomination, 
will 
pride 
them­ 
selves (as men contending in the 
glorious cause of liberty ought to 
do) in an orderly, 
decent 
and 
regular deportment.—K. C. Star.

C aptain W orley's S hort C areer 
TT^HE career of C aptain W orley as a 
p irate w as a short but extrem ely 
busy one. 
Worley l>egan his life as a 
pirate in Septem ber, 1718, when he
